Race _ Progress 

Mississippi: A remarkable cele- 
bration in the heart of the deep 
South was the recent third annual 
Tri-Racial Goodwill Festival held 
in Carthage, Miss., where whites, 
Negroes and Indians cooperated 
for the creation of better race re- 
lations. The festival took place 
where there is a large Negro popu- 
lation and near an Indian reserva- 
tion. Games and contests were 
shared by racial groups, — some 
of the games being Indian tradi- 
tions. The recreational features 
were interspersed with ceremonial 
activities with citations for distin- 
guished service in race relations to 
citizens of the state and commun- 
ity. The first citation was pre- 
sented “to the people of Mississip- 
pi” through their Gov. Fielding 
Wright, “for recognizing the great 
need to improve the Negro edu- 
cational program and the appro- 
priation ... of 4 million dollars for 
secondary Negro schools and ad- 
ditional funds for a new Negro 
college.” The second citation was 
also to the people of Mississippi 
for “manifesting an unusual de- 
gree of emotional maturity as evi- 
denced by the absence of brute 
disturbances over racial and politi- 
cal issues” during Henry A. Wal- 
lace’s Progressive Party campaign 
visit to the state in the 1948 presi- 
dential campaign. It will be re- 
membered that Mr. Wallace’s ex- 
cursion did bring about riotous 
conditions in other areas of the 
South. The Jefferson Military 
College, located in Washington, 
Miss., was cited for “its refusal to 
accept a desperately needed gift 
(from Judge George W. Arm- 
strong) estimated to amount to 50 
million dollars because it was 
made conditional on certain racial 
and religious discriminations in 
the acceptance of students.” 

In obedience to the Mississippi 
segregation law, Negroes occupied 
one side of the stands and Indians 
(continued first col., NEXT page) 





X-Ray and Foreeast 


UR READERS have not been unprepared for the recent develop- 

ments in Asia. When war began in Korea we reported, (1), that, in the 
light of Communist teachings, doctrines and long range plans, Russia 
would stay out of the Korean war; (2), endeavor to entangle us with 
the masses of Asia; and (3), that the basic issue would be race rather 
than communism. 

The first two phases have fully evolved and the race issue is the 
big thing that Russia is utilizing now. But the “nigger and gook” 
complex that dominates much of American political and military think- 
ing has meant that the American mind including, unfortunately, much 
of our leadership, has not yet discovered what it is all about. The 
British have, for they have experienced the sting of race recrimination, 
thus London and other European officials are frightened at America’s 
blindness. The warped and hysterical radio and press comments on 
British and French reactions to American attitudes on Red China have 
probably brought a new low to world respect for America. This is es- 
pecially visible at the UN where foreign delegates have been flabber- 
gasted that the American press and radio does not even understand 
WHY London and Paris are worried. Many ill-informed radio com- 
mentators accused the Europeans of being cowards, non-cooperative 
in saving the world from communism, but as one UN delegate put it, 
“The Americans haven’t even discovered they are allowing Russia to 
maneuver the Communist world conflict into a racial war. If once 
started, a racial war will last a century, bringing communism to four- 
fifths of the world in the first decade.” 

THE HARSH TRUTH: The Russian Reds have staged a piece 
of super strategy and we have fallen for it hook, line and sinker. The 
hundreds of millions of people of color, accustomed to poverty and 
tyranny, both native and foreign, are very dim about the difference be- 
tween communism and democracy. But they react strongly when they 
see “white capitalist armies” killing men of color. The Russian Com- 
munists have for thirty years emphasized their kinship to their “pro- 
letarian brothers of the yellow, brown and black races.” For a whole 
generation Communist posters all over Asia have cried, “The white 
imperialist-capitalist is your enemy, your exploiter, enslaver and spoil- 
er.’ Now the masses of Asia have been given fresh and dramatic rea- 
sons to hate and fear the “white capitalist West” and Red Russia has 
likewise been given a great opportunity to vastly widen and deepen the 
Soviet’s favored position in Asia. 

THERE ARE ONLY TWO ANSWERS that the West can give 
to this dilemma and we ourselves cancel out both answers! First, we 
are saying, “But President Truman broadcast that the U. S. has no de- 
sires for territorial gains or domination in Asia; that we are only try- 
ing to drive the Communists out of Korea.” And, second, that this is 
a UN action and not the U. S. fighting against the Koreans and Chinese. 

The first is cancelled out by the fact that President Truman also 
said. at about the same time, that we’d fight to the last to defend 
American interests and security (within 40 miles of China’s frontier!) 
and also by his statement that the U. S. would, if necessary, use the 
A-bomb against China. The rest of the world has already developed 


a bitter resentment that Americans, who have never had a bomb fall 


on our homes, keep snapping suspenders and wagging fingers that

Radio Ratings 

The highly respected Wisconsin 
Association for Better Radio Lis- 
tening conducts an annual ex- 
amination of over nine thousand 
programs based on the judgment 
of over 2,500 ordinary citizens. 
Although a news program is con- 
sidered hard for an amateur to 
analyze, it is interesting that these 
average listeners corroborated the 
experts’ verdicts. Furthermore, 
they spotted unsupported _ state- 
ments, slanting news and one-sided 
reporting. High rating was given 
to the Christian Science Monitor 
news program (calm, objective, a 
moral seriousness); Edward R. 
Murrow (“honest reporting”); El- 
mer Davis (“careful analyses”). 
Low ratings went to Fulton Lewis, 
Jr. (“good delivery, poor in con- 
tent’); Gabriel Heatter (“over 
dramatized”); Upton Close (“one 
side of picture”); Robert Mont- 
gomery (“poor selection of news”).

and whites the other. The col- 
orful throng packing this tiny 
county seat also heard Dr. J. R. 
Otis, president of Alcorn College 
for Negroes, congratulate them 
“for living side-by-side and at the 
same time maintaining your iden- 
tity. May your example of peace- 
ful community living and broth- 
erly love spread to every com- 
munity, county and state in the 
nation.” 

Florida: The U. S. Supreme 
Court ordered the Florida Su- 
preme Court to reverse a ruling 
that Negroes could only play golf 
on a city owned course one day 
a week. Under the Miami segre- 
gation statute, Negroes are permit- 
ted to use the Miami Springs 
Country Club on Monday only. 
This municipal golf course has be- 
come the plaintiff in a legal ac- 
tion, demanding the right under 
the American Constitution for 
Negroes to play on the course at 
any time. The Florida Supreme 
Court had supported the segrega- 
tion law that Negroes could golf 
only on the one day, but the action 
of the Supreme Court in Wash- 
ington now permits Negro citi- 
zens to play at any time. 

“Negro physicians should be 
admitted to full membership in the 
Virginia Medical Society,” said a 
doctor from Norfolk, Va., speak- 
ing to the Roanoke convention of 
the Society. Thus they could be 
come eligible for membership in 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion. He bluntly stated that he 
had made a survey of the state’s 
Negro doctors, and found them 
equal in skill and qualifications to 
white practitioners. This forward 
looking man, Dr. C. Lydon Har- 
rell, did not find himself alone. 
He and fellow white doctors were 
able to roll up a vote of 30 for ad- 
mission of Negroes, against 55 for 
retention of the old ban. Because 
the Society’s constitution requires 
a two-thirds vote, the liberal mea- 
sure failed; but the margin was 
only five votes, and it is a margin 
that narrows year by year. 

Citizenship: A smothered but 
important fight has been on in 
Congress over a bill to provide 
the right of citizenship for Asiatics 
living in this country. This bill, 
vigorously endorsed by General 
Douglas MacArthur as an im- 
portant step to improve America’s 
precarious position in Asia, has 
stirred strong undercover opposi- 
tion from some of our stuffy-puffy 
super patriotic organizations. This 
bill is especially a touchy note 
right now while we are fighting 
for freedom, justice and democ- 
racy in Korea, for under present 
laws a Korean can attain no rights 
as a citizen in America; in many

“we might have to drop the bomb again.” These threats sounded like 
such a savage burst of thunder in the ears of Asia that statements of 
reassurance of our aims were lost in the noise. 


OUR CLAIM THAT WE ARE ACTING FOR THE UN 
is where hope has stood all along, but that explanation is cancelled 
out by the fact that many of the most powerful forces in America, 
many leading business groups, many great publishing chains, Scripps- 
Howard, Hearst, the McCormick papers are out to smear and kill the 
UN, for reasons we have given previously. (See BTL, Sept. 18, ’50). 
The world also hears those voices so loudly it can’t hear our explana- 
tion that we are acting in Korea in the name of the UN. 

Between The Lines feels free to bring these points out into 
the open, for James Reston, star foreign affairs writer for the New 
York Times, has now frankly recorded (N. Y. Times, Nov. 30) what 
we reported to our readers months ago that there has been a struggle 
going on in Washington politico-military circles between the military 
extremists and the more moderate, peace-minded officials who have 
plead in secret sessions that the U. S. should never get involved with 
our armies in the Far East. These also warned that we should not 
thrust our bayonets into China’s frontier and so close to Russia. But 
the extremists have managed to enforce their policy and the nation 
must now deal with the results. 


WE STILL BELIEVE, however, that there is weighty evi- 
dence to ally the fears and alarm that World War III is on us. In 
spite of the seeming danger in the situation, it is likely that the Chinese 
Red army will try to push the U.S.-UN _ forces back in Korea, 
and then show a willingness to negotiate. THE QUESTION then to 
be faced once more: Will the hot heads and military extremists, aug- 
mented by their allies on the air and in the press, have their way? Or 
will the voices of moderation and constructive negotiation be given a 
chance once more to save American blood and treasure from a futile, 
aimless war? For, as we have so often emphasized, and as all world 
historians agree, communism cannot be stopped or destroyed by guns 
and bombs. 

EVERY AMERICAN CITIZEN can share in this decision by 
sending letters, postcards, telegrams, challenging every irresponsible 
extremist statement that you hear or read on the radio, in the press 
(write to sponsors, to the radio stations and networks, to the publishers, 
as well as to political leaders in Washington). 





HIE IRONY: The same elements in our business and political life 
that have been whooping it up the loudest about the dangers of 
socialism and communism in the Government in Washington are the 
same forces that are creating the strongest pressures for big armaments, 
for dropping the A-bomb, for jumping in with Chiang Kai-shek to open 
full scale war on China’s mainland, and all the other things that will 
bring a “show down with Russia.” All of which is guaranteed to bring 
such controls and restrictions to our way of life as will, for instance, 
far exceed the Socialist developments in present day England. 

It is this same sort of contradiction and blindness that char- 
acterized the events before Pearl Harbor when certain powerful Ameri- 
can business interests carried on a vigorous trade in oil, scrap iron, steel 
and electric products, etc., with the Japanese militarists, while other 
closely associated groups involved in such international trade, loudly 
demanded that we “call Japan’s bluff.” This we did in the ultimatum 
of November, 1941, that brought Japan’s reply at Pearl Harbor on 
Dec. 7, 1941. High tempers, high profits, seem to go together. 


UT WHAT WE ARE GETTING INTO NOW isn’t just another 
war. Even if World War III doesn’t develop, we are moving 
into a new era. In the past our economic system has managed to re- 
cover from our wars, slowly steadying itself, with everybody able to 
write off a neat profit after a patriotic tear has been shed over the boys 
who have given their lives. But we are now going into something very 
different, far bigger, deeper. The cost of war preparations and wea- 
pons has gone up so enormously that we can fight no major conflict 
and survive with a free economy. The last war, which cost only a 
fraction of what the next one will cost, shattered the economies of 
France, Italy, Britain, to say nothing of the defeated and smaller pow- 
ers. Hardly an economist in America will not predict that the next 
major war will do the same to America. Even war preparation on a 
major scale will throw things off balance. And strangely enough the 
high paid economists who serve top business interests have been trying 
to whisper this to their bosses, but other voices are too loud and the 

cash registers are ringing too merrily.

states a Korean cannot own land 
or enjoy any of the other major 
privileges permitted to white citi- 
zenry. Because of the valiant ef- 
forts of the American Japanese in 
World War II, many states have 
made concessions to Americans of 
Japanese ancestry, but so far no 
concession has been made _ for 
Koreans. Newspapers, radios, 
most politicians dodge this issue 
whenever possible. But Commu- 
nist propagandists and millions of 
people of color are watching 
America’s actions with eager and 
troubled gaze. If we fail in this 
test and the Asiatic citizenship bill 
is not passed, it will again hand 
the Communist revolutionaries a 
major weapon to use against us, 
a weapon far more effective and 
devastating than anything so far 
devised for the support of the 
hard-fighting lonely American 
boys caught in the debacle in 
Korea. 

In Japan: An American boy 
who had worked all summer with 
Japanese students in a Quaker 
Japanese work camp was travel- 
ing back to Tokyo with them. As 
they settled comfortably in a com- 
partment for the long night jour- 
ney by train, the Japanese were 
told that they must vacate at once 
as this compartment was reserved 
for members of the allied occupa- 
tional forces only. The American 
student left with them and they 
sat in a crowded third class open 
coach all night, but in the morn- 
ing, according to Douglas V. 
Steere in the Friends Intelligencer, 
as they left the train a Japanese 
said to the American student, 
“Now we see that you really 
meant what you said this sum-

mer. 


Veterans gypped: The Gov- 
ernment Housing Expeditor Tighe 
Woods has annouced that he has 
recovered for World War II vet- 
erans the sum of $2,361,332, 
money which has been returned 
through Government pressure upon 
contractors and home builders who 
overcharged the veterans or chisel- 
ed on building contracts. The 
Government ‘priorities’ law, which 
compelled contractors to promise 
to keep under ceiling prices and to 
meet minimum price standards 
(a law which is no longer on the 
books to protect the home builder), 
enabled the Government to force 
contractors to refund to the vet- 
erans money that had been taken 
from them illegally by infractions 
upon such agreements. Quoted 
Mr. Woods, “It is a shocking fact 
that war veterans no longer have 
the protection which enabled some 
of them to get back the money 
which had been stolen from them.” 
The law was killed by congressmen 
who shouted that it was socialistic.

ed over commentators who used 
their voices to incite and color the 
news. John Crosby, top ranking 
radio and television critic, writing 
in the N. Y. Herald Tribune, re- 
marks “The fact that the average 
listener is beginning to see through 
the fog horns, to insist on news in 
place of eloquence, to place a pre- 
cise estimate on just what news is, 
to detect unfairness in news play, 
seem to indicate a maturity on the 
part of the listener which is very 
heartening.” 





Labor Survey in Europe 


A group of American labor 
leaders, headed by J. W. Livings- 
ton, vice president of the United 
Auto Workers CIO, have return- 
ed from a survey trip in Europe 
with the report that the Marshall 
Plan has been “a miserable fail- 
ure” insofar as it has benefited 
the workers of Germany, France 
and Italy. The labor officials are 
not against the Marshall Plan; 
they believe it was a good thing 
and had to be done, but that it 
has been misdirected and sabo- 
taged in Europe by powerful in- 
dustrial groups. Large profits for 
the European industrialists whose 
plants have been rebuilt with 
American tax money, little effort 
to increase wages or improve liv- 
ing conditions for the workers, — 
this is the situation which has left 
the common people vulnerable to 
Communist propaganda, declared 
American labor leaders in recent 
interviews. According to this re- 
port, the wealthy groups of Eur- 
ope have diverted the Marshall 
Plan program to strengthen their 
traditional position, leaving the 
workers without their fair share 
of benefit from American aid. 
“Unless something is done soon 
to improve living conditions in 
France, Italy and Western Ger- 
many, we may soon find that all 
the aid given to date has been used 
to rebuild industries that may fall 
to the Communists.” 

Since Communist infiltration al- 
ways occurs on the worker level, 
this report should be of highest 
significance to our diplomatic and 
defense officials in Washington, — 
if we really want to stop commu- 
nism. However, this report was 
generally ignored by the usual 
news channels and by the voices 
of industry who are talking much 
about stopping communism. Our 
military and industrial leadership 
shows little interest in a “defense 
program” that does not center on 
profitable employment of our in- 
dustrial equipment. A commis- 
sion of American labor, industrial 
and political leaders sent to Eur- 
ope to tackle this problem, to 


meet with European industrialists

THESE PERMANENT CHANGES, coming in our economy 
and in our way of life, changes that will affect all of us, are being neatly 
glossed over or smothered so the public will not “get panicky” or too 
disturbed. BUT SUCH EVASION OF THE TRUTH AND DECEP- 
TION OF THE PUBLIC IS NOT THE WAY OF A STRONG AND 
WHOLESOME DEMOCRACY. IT IS THE PATH TO TYRANNY. 
But that’s the point, the road we are now beginning to enter is the 
road toward the dominant power of the few over the many. There is 
no other way to run a military state, no other way to operate an arti- 
ficially supported economy. In the simplest terms here is what must 
come in the present course of big armaments, big mobilization and 
big military controls over most of our civilian life: 





1. We have scarcely faced the task of balancing the national 
budget since 1933. Our Government has, through war and peace, 
spent more than it has earned or received. And it is no different for 
the Government to do this than for your family. 2. This long stand- 
ing over-spending means a lowering of credit, over-reaching our re- 
serves and draining our resources — with the inevitable result that 
it will become harder for the Government to borrow money until 
finally there will be compulsory borrowing. 3. Compulsory borrow- 
ing (it will never be openly called that) is accomplished by either infla- 
tion of money values which is what democracies in trouble usually do; 
or by the requisition of surplus funds in the hands of the public — 
forcing all spare money in the hands of the citizenry back into the 
state treasury so that credit is not further expanded, which is the way 
of the dictator and the way Russia balances its state budget today. But 
here again the results are fundamentally the same. 4. Money becomes 
of less and less worth until it has no real value; people turn it into 
goods of any kind as soon as possible, as most of the world does now. 


UNDER A DEMOCRACY the state will try to achieve the in- 
flation of money by increasingly producing cheap money. This will

and labor figures, looking towards 
corrective measures, would do 
more to stop communism than a 
hundred million dollars spent on 
arms by the western European na- 
tions. But since no profits, mili- 
tary promotions or political ad- 
vantages are involved, such efforts 
are difficult to promote. 





Alaska is often mentioned as a 
weak spot in the American defense 
system by those who urge greater 


military expenditures. A top au- 
thority on Alaska, Rev. B. R. 
Hubbard, the famous _ glacier 


priest. who has often served as a 
consultant to the U. S. armed serv- 
ices in the Arctic, has denied this 
view of Alaska’s defenselessness. 
“Alaska cannot be successfully in- 
vaded by the Soviets or any other 
enemy,” stated the noted priest 
and explorer who has just com- 
pleted 24 years in the Arctic. In- 
terviewed by N. Y. newsmen, 
Father Hubbard said he felt com- 
pelled to make this statement in 
view of the wide criticisms on the 
abandonment of our Alaskan 
bases. 


He explained that these bases 
had been set up as support for 
our offensive action against Japan 
and had little or no value in terms 
of defense, — and emphasized 
that the Alaskan territory is so 
large, inaccessible and wild that 
only a small group of trained ex- 
plorers could get through and 
keep alive, that an army would 
soon be without supplies, exposed 
to conditions beyond human sur- 
vival. The weather all the year 
around is such that air support for 
any such venture would be utter- 
ly impossible, according to Father 
Hubbard. At most, the Russians 
might drop a few thousand para- 
troopers on our bases at Fairbanks 
and Anchorage, but they could 
not proceed on to the U. S. and 
accomplish any worthwhile mili- 
tary objectives. 

Father Hubbard added that any 
force large enough to make an at- 
tack along the southern sweep 
of the Alaskan coast would be 
strong enough to attack our West 
Coast directly and save itself 
many thousands of miles of tor- 
turous progress through incredi- 
bly difficult territory. After hear- 
ing about the scare headlines in 
the U. S. that the Russians were 
building a fortified base on Big 
Diomede Island only two miles 
from our territory on the Bering 
Straits, Rev. Hubbard said, “I 
went to check on that story and 
looked across the Straits myself. 
All the Russians have are two doz- 
en observers at a weather station. 
I found out what was identified as 
a new air strip was a light streak 
across a piece of ice film.” 





Freedom of Speech 


“Open Air Cure’? for Com- 
munists: The British Tories in 
their recent annual conference 
faced the Communist problem in 
England in a _ typically British 
way, — in contrast to the hysteria 
frequently displayed in the Ameri- 
can Congress. The Conservative 
Party pledged to “employ every le- 
gitimate means to combat the in- 
sidious advance of communism.” 
But the 4,000 delegates vigorously 
rejected an amendment to ban the 
Communist Party. The general 
attitude of Churchill and his col- 
leagues favored the “open air 
cure” for the Communists, rather 
than driving them underground. 
“Let them have their soap boxes 
in our public parks and do their 
worst.” The Tories, although 
vigorously fighting the Laborites 
on almost every front, recognize 
that Britain’s strong bulwark 
against communism is the well- 
paid, well-fed and _ well-housed 
worker class. American news 
channels constantly play down the 
fact that the Tory Conservatives 
have endorsed most of the social 
reforms, basing the Tory attack 
against the Laborites upon bureau- 
cratic blundering and extreme 
measures whereby the Laborites 
have accomplished too much, too 
soon, at the cost of the freedom 
of action for the average British 
citizen. The Tories are pinning 


their hopes in the next election 
upon the motto “we can do it bet- 
ter than the bureaucrats”, rather 


than on any effort to denounce 
the entire Labor social reform 
program, which has transformed 
much of Britain’s life upward, — 
although it has brought much dis- 
comfort and unhappiness to the 
upper middle classes and the old 
aristocracy in England. But in 
the meantime, British conserva- 
tives would have none of the rant- 
ing, raving and adolescent behav- 
ior which’ has _ characterized 
America’s political scene relative 
to communism. Confident of the 
character of their democracy they 
refuse to pay that much tribute to 
the Communists’ “infiltration.” 


A Briton’s View: One of Eu- 
rope’s most respected figures, Can- 
on Charles E. Raven, until lately 
president of Cambridge Univer- 
sity, has been speaking in America 
recently, but because his words 
don’t add fuel to the exaggerated 
and distorted fires of U. S. mili- 
taristic thinking, his timely and 
accurate reports have received lit- 
tle attention in American news 
But here are samplings 
of his sharp challenging views:

“T cannot understand why this

provide abundance of cheap money needed, thus the public debt can 
be maintained and interest paid, and the structure of the nation’s econ- 
omy may remain upright, but propped all the way around by “man- 
aged currency” and “cheap money.” Our nation is already well into 
that phase of this changing economic pattern. But it can’t stop there, 
for, excluding a degree of self-discipline, restraint and reform which 
mankind has not evidenced thus far, such a system will have to con- 
tinue expansion, or face financial collapse. For this reason, as BTL has 
repeatedly forecast, we will likely never have another depression as in 
past business cycles. Outside of a miracle of political and economic re- 
form, we will get cheaper and cheaper dollars. That will be abso- 
lutely necessary to maintain the greatly expanded public debt, expanded 
due to vast military spending. Business will not likely accept the taxes 
nor the wage earner the controls, to “pay as we go.” 

Our free economy can continue to be free only as it permits its 
money to be completely managed, as it submits to the necessary regu- 
lations of all important resources and to the inevitable nationalization 
of all basic wealth where the security of the state and public welfare 
is concerned. A little further on, absorption by the state of all idle 
or accumulated wealth will become necessary in the concentration of 
all resources into the task of maintaining the highest possible standard 
of living for the masses to keep down public discontent, — a process 
now going on in England and other Socialist regimes and a process that 
must be forwarded in France, Italy, etc., to avoid revolution. 

The only wealth that will survive will be “creative” wealth. 
People will no longer live in luxury on investments, for taxes, corporation 
assessments against profits to meet Government demands for extended 
public service, etc., will keep incomes from investments only somewhat 
above the state security system provided to all. But if a man or wo- 
man is talented or skilled, he will live on higher income levels because 
skills, talents and special knowledge will be rated on an income level 
above the average. This is already a strong trend in some countries. 

Young people in our universities already sense this change 
coming; the service skills, medicine, engineering, soil chemistry, animal 
husbandry, etc., etc., have the devotion and attention of modern youth. 
Big cars, mansions, finery and luxury for elegance are already sniffed 
at by our youth. They instinctively feel what is coming, while their 
oldsters shout “communism” if you merely try to tell them what’s a- 
head. War panic is greatly hastening the process, but we are moving 
inexorably toward that day Jesus spoke of, “he that shall be greatest 
among you will be the servant of all.” 

THE MILITARY CONTROL OVER CIVILIAN LIFE which 
becomes inevitable when we set up a military-dominated economy to 
support national mobilization over a long period, as is now being under- 
taken, means a heavy hand on education, science, culture and the arts. 
Military minds are not creative minds and never have been. As a rule, 
the trained military minds are so lacking in imagination that they 
can’t even see the value of a new weapon until it is crammed down 
their throats. They laughed at the submarine when it was first in- 
vented; saw no value in the machine gun till thousands died before its 
searing blasts, —- the same with tanks. American generals and ad- 
mirals couldn’t even see the value of the air bomber when it was dem- 
onstrated before their very eyes, and they broke the young officer 
who tried a little too strongly to make them understand what was 
coming (Gen. Billy Mitchell). Military men seldom succeed in areas de- 
manding perception, sensitivity, basic understanding of life. No matter 
how sincere and fine military men are as neighbors or citizens, with 
such minds running the country, dominating the schools, governing 
science as science is enslaved for war, in complete command of all 
youth during two or three of the most impressionable years, — our 
cultural standards will not go up. 

There will be educators, scholars, artists and clergy who will 
fight this influence as they already have been doing (See Between The 
Lines May 22, ’50) but with the military in the saddle those who 
speak out will be smothered and stifled unless and until public reaction 
against military domination sets in. 

All the above does not include the possible fact of a great war, 
but is the kind of a world we must plan to successfully accomodate 
ourselves to under the present plans already in motion. There will be 
room for much rich full living, but under new circumstances. If we 
accept the inevitable evolution of progress, and try to be enough of a 
part of it to help guide the new trends, and make the basic Christian 
ethic as much a part of their warp and woof as it is of the fabric of 
our democracy, then the new emerging world pattern can be a chal- 
lenge to all Christians for truly great living.

every man in a college or univer- 
sity would have downed tools im- 
mediately ... 

“The outbreak of a global war 
will mean the end of Europe. We 
are very poor, we are very tired — 
we cannot stand the strain of so 
much as six weeks of war... 

“Russia does not want a war in 
Europe and, in spite of opportun- 
ity after opportunity, has not 
started one there. The Russians 
are much more afraid of war than 
we are, therefore they are much 
more provocative. However, if 
the United States insists on inter- 
fering in Asia and trying to reim- 
pose Chiang on China, Russia will 
certainly fight. And in that case 
no one in Asia would support the 
United States.” 


Weapons of Peace: It was a 
dark hour to discuss the weapons 
of peace, — during a recent sem- 
inar for foreign students, held by 
the American Friends Service 
Committee. But the Friends In- 
telligencer reports that, when the 
question was asked, “But will it 
work today with Russians, this 
faith that there is that of God in 
every man?”, a German girl from 
Berlin leaned forward “Let me tell 
my story” she said quietly. 

“My father and mother and I 
are Quakers and we lived in a 
small suburb of Berlin. When the 
Russian occupation army began to 
move in, we were frightened. But 
we watched the soldiers coming 
down our street and when one 
came to the door, Father opened 
it, invited him in, and offered him 
the best seat in the room. The 
man was plainly surprised; more 
so, when Mother brought food. 
We talked and tried to treat him 
as a guest. Neighbors began to 
arrive, seeking comfort and _ se- 
curity. More soldiers, too. All 
day the crowds surged through the 
house, hundreds of people. As 
the day wore on, drinking increas- 
ed, the soldiers grew rougher. All 
about us in the village and on our 
street, looting, raping and murder 
were going on. 

“No, I was not raped, and I will 
tell you why. When night came, 
the family was crowded together 
in one small basement room. I 
was frightened, so Father went to 
the officer in charge of the men in 
our house and asked him if there 
was anything he could do to pro- 
tect me. The officer immediately 
placed a sentry at our door with 
orders to remain all night and to 
allow no one to enter. When 
during the night Father offered to 
relieve him for a rest period, the 
soldier proudly refused, declaring 
that he had been trusted to pro- 
tect me and that he would do it!”
